A Pleasant Speech in Opening the Exer- 
cises. 


President T. W. Palmer, calling the gather- 
ing to order, said: 

Fellow Citizens, Ladies and Gentlemen—Man- 
kind loves the dramatic and the spectacular. In 
response to this feeling the management have 
tried to simulate this day the consummation of 
the enterprise which 400 years ago gave a new 
world to Castile and Leon and to the whole of 
humanity.

Another hour and 
Kenosha was passed and Waukegan was left at 
the stern at 1 o’clock, Grosse Point was in 
sight at 3 o’clock and at twenty minutes 2 
four the Wilber was tied up to the north 
off Evanston, 

The sun had already painted the eastern 
skies a rosy hue and the lens of the Point 
Lighthouse had reflected its glare when the 
masts of the Hecla and the Santa Maria were 
seen to the northeast. It was 6 o’clock be- 
fore Capt. Horrigan of the Hecla had come toa 
stop with his strange tow, waiting for the lag- 
gard reception from government ships and 
the private yachts which were to put out 
from Chicago at 8 o’elock. Breakfast was 
served on board the boats, and when the Wil- 
ber ran alongside everything had been 
gotten in ship-shape on all the boats 
and Capt. Concas, attired in the full 
dress of ‘a Spanish ~~ 3 stood on 
the deck of the Santa scanning the 
horizon with his glasses ten * 2 approach of 
the receiving boats. They were not to bo teen, 
however, and not until 10 o'clock were the 
flags of the Andy Johnson seen through the 
smoke which blew. up from the direction of 
Chicago. 

Start to Meet the Reception Boats. 

As soon as the * hing boats were made 
out the cables which connected the three ships 
of the caravel and the Hecla were shortened, 
and Capt. Horrigan put on steam and started 
down the lake to meet them, As the distance 
between the caravels and the receiving ships 
was lessened the gay bunting which covered 
the government vessels showed 1 ht under 
the morning sun. The Michi ed at this 
point and the ships described a it circle, and 
as the — vessels Came even with the 
caravel smoke belched forth from the sides of 
the ships in the National salute of twenty-one 
guns, which the vessels gave to the strange 
craft from Spain. The Santa Maria and the 
Pinta answered with the queer old guns, 
copies of those which Columbus carried on 
his trip across the ocean. 

When the noisy honors had -been ended and 
the welcommg smoke had drifted to leeward 
frotn the wh 1 ships to the west the line 
again moved, the Johnson, the Michigan, and

ing the way toward the city. The private 
white and the therchant marine fell in in 
double column behind, amid the blowing of 
whistles, the shouting of the people u the 
various boats, and the waving of .handker- 
chiefs. It wae well along past 11 o'clock 
when the boats were headed for Jackson Park, 
and when off Lincoln Park the Héecla dropped 
her tow line and the Michigan was substi- 
tuted for it. Passenger boats, nearly all 
covered from stem to stern with bright bunt- 
ing, added to the welcome which had been 
given off Evanston by blowing their whistles 
as they passed. As the head of the line passed 
the overnment pier going toward the 
World's Fair ground there was another wer 
coming salute of discordant steam whistles, 
which lasted for a quarter of an hour. From 
this point on to Jackson Park the passing of 
the caravels was an uneventful one. All the 
way through Tun Trrsune yacht Wilber kept 
in advance and ran alongside the dock at the 
World's Fair grounds half an hour before the 
first of the other boats arrived. 

The yacht Wilber is owned by Marshall B. 
Wilber, who sails it. It hasa length of only 
forty feet, but it carries fifty horse power com- 
poung engines and a boiler ith aw safety valve 
set to go off when the pressure reaches more 
than 200 pounds to the square inch, It is 
fitted with a comfortable pilot-house and 4 
roomy cabin, with accommodations for four 
passengers, abaft the engine room. There is 
a promenade deck railed in, with canvas awn- 
ing to protect it from the sun, and beneath 
this there is a refrigerator and. storage room 
for provisions. The boat is- painted white 
throughout, with a heavy pier glass at the for- 
ward end of the cabin and it is upholstered in 
olive plush, T he Wilber hasa record, too, for 
being the fastest boat of its class in Chicago 
waters. Last year it won the Graphie prize 
for the fastest steam yacht in the forty-foot 
class, making thirty-six miles in a little less 
than three hours and that, too, in a choppy 
sea. A. I. Decatur. who Has run on ocean 
liners, handled the engines of the Wilber on 
the trip and kept up a steady speed of more 
than ten miles an hour both going and coming 
froin Milwaukee.

The disaster is the most dire one that has 
occurred in Iowa sine the Grinnell cyclone. 
The loss of life at Pomeroy will not be so 
great as at Grinnell, but the destruction of 
property will. be more complete. At 6 o’clock 
last evening a thousand happy peoople sat 
down to their tea - tables chatting cheerily, un- 
conscious of impending danger. Today more 
than half of them are wandering about home- 
less atid half crazed, depending on charity for 
food and drink, while strangers are winding 
the grave-clothes around their dead, Every 
home left standing isa hospital. Every citi- 
zen of Pomeroy mourns the loss of a relative 
or friend. 

Two hundred families are homeless, many 
having lost all they owned. The business 
blocks were badly damaged and the new post- 
office block and a drug store completely 
wrecked. Seven churches, all there were, 
were wiped out of existence. The loss in 
Pomeroy will reach fully $500,000. All ia 
chaos there yet and facts and figures on losses 
are impossible to get. The residents who 
still live are in a dazed condition. 

The storm did its terrible work in one min- 
ute’s time, It came from the northwest. An 
immense amount of damage has been done 
to crops and the path of the storm is strewn 
with dead horses, cows, hogs, and featherless 
chickens. In every directionone can look 
there is nothing but wreck and ruin. 

The district desolated in Pomeroy was lo- 
cated west of the Illinois Central track. The 
business portion of the town was pretty badly 
wrecked, The McMullen drug store had its 
front completely blown down. L. W. Moody's 
bank was shaken, but is not a total wreck, 
The magnificent new postoffice building of 
H. Hillmafi is a mass of ruins with all of its 
contents. The Riehards Hotel escaped en- 
a The other business houses wrecked 

. Hillman’s dry goods store, Smith & 
— s store, Butson's meat market, and 
R. Lemche, hardware. Myer’s furniture store 
and Martin’s drug store were not badly 
shaken. Nearly every glass front in town 
was blown out, residence rtion de- 
stroyed was by far the biggest and best part 
of the town. 

Immediately following the storm the 
cries and moans of the injured and dy- 
ing were heartrending, and the will- 
ing ones who went to work 
to relieve the wounded and remove the dead 
met with 1 that were awful to behold. 
People were found witha limb and an arm 
torn off, with terrible wounds on ies and 
faces. Many of the dead were terribly dis- 
figured and mutilated. The old postoffice 
building was turned into a morgue, and at 
one time contained twenty-six dead . 
The injured were taken to the Good Tem. 
plars' Hall and two hotels, which were con- 
verted into hospitals. 

First Messenger for Aid. 

The wires being all down, immediately after 
the storm Ed terson mounted a horse and 
started for Manson, seven miles east, for help. 
He was stopped at Purgator Slough by a 
bridge being washed out. He dismounted 
and attempted to cross, but fell in, barely es- 
caping drowni A special train beari 
First Vice-President Harahan and other o 
cials of the Illinois Central came alon and 
he flagged it and related the stor the 
dreadful disaster.

SIX MEMBERS OF A FAMILY MURDERED. 


Father, Mother, and Four Children Killed 
for No Known Reason. 

Fareo, N. D., July 7.—[Special.]—D. S. 
Krieber, his wife, and four children were mur- 
dered about 7 o’clock this morning by their 
hired man named burger. They lived 
about two miles north of Cando in the north- 
ern part of this State. A girl 14 years old 
escaped and ran crying into town and gave 
the alarm.

The family were all up except Mr. Krieber 
when Bamburger entered the house. He went 
to the room of Krieber, shot and instantly 
killed him.

The murdered children are Bernice, aged

known.

BAD EASTERN RACING. 


FAROIOAL 2 THE QREAT 
TRAOK AT MONMOUTH. 


Don Alonzo and St. Michael and Now or 
Never and Raceland Give Pitiful Ex- 
hibitions That Are Costly to the Public 
That Bets on a True Proposition—Sir 
Mathew, Nellie Peyton Gelding, Flirt, 
and Tormentor Won the Other Races 
General Turf News. 

New York, July 7.—{Special.]—A mere 
sprinkling of spectators—1,500 perhaps—wit- 
nessed some bad racing at Monmouth Park 
today. Todub it sport except in derision 
would be not only misleading but willfully in- 
correct. The pony racing associations have 
occasionaily given some very amateurish and 
insipid meetings, but they were thrilling com- 
pared to what Monmouth was responsible 
for today. More indifferent, uninteresting, 
dull proceedings have heretofore never been 
witnessed on any of the big tracks, and if the 
succeeding off days are to be of the same 
weighty character as their predecessors the 
Monmouth people had better sow corn or 
plant cabbages or raise pigs on the track 
than waste its time giving burlesque races. 

The fourth and fifth events may have been 
amusing to some, but to others they were 
painfully pitiful. At all events, they succeed- 
ed in bringing the vast track and its connec- 
tions into ridicule, 


The first of the two contests in question was 


for 3-year-olds at a mile anda sixteenth. Of 
the five entered over night only St. Michael 
and Don Alonzo put in un appearance. M. F. 
Dwyer’s colt was a 8 to 10 favorite, but what 
little speculation there was was confined to 
time—6 to 5 overan 1 to 2 under 1:49. Those 
who believed that one of the pair would finish 
under 1:49 had a run for their money for almost 
a quarter of a mile.

Polite, Picturesque, and Plenty, and They 
Only Want a Cent. 

To the casual observer, writes a lady who 
has just finished a tour ot Mexico, Mexican 
poverty is extremely picturesque. It is not 
an imitation of respectability such as the 
humblest American will attempt, but it is 
humanity in rags and nakedness, too often in 
sores, almost always in dirt. Begging is a 
trade, the occupation in the arid portion of 
all the poorer population. throng 
the railroad stations at the interior towns, and 
a motley array it is.

“centavo,”’ old ba N women,

Never had a copper seemed of so — 
value. I luxuriated in their delight. I bought

peculiar way of telegraphing the information 
to the next station, so besieged was I for char- 
ity.

FROM MILWAUKFE TO CHICAGO, 


Capt. Concas Ends His Long, Eventful Voy- 
ageIncidents of the Trip.

July 7, 147 days out of Cadiz, drop anchor 
in Lake Michigan in front of the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition. 

And that simple entry stands for finis”’ in 
the story of the caravel’s journey of 9,000 
miles from one hemisphere to an inland sea 


in another. 

The last day out was not without inci- 
dent; it was full of work and equally full of 
surprises. It also initiated Capt. Concas into 
the none too pleasant task of waiting for the 
always late procession, Still theday was in- 
teresting to commandant. crew, and a reporter 
for THe Trisune, who boarded the flagship 
at Milwaukee and journeyed to the White City 
between its lofty prow and stern. The de- 
parture from Milwaukee, as it appeared to a

Capt. Concas had just helped the last Cream 
City resident from the Maria. He waved a 
graceful adieu and then looked at his white 
gioves, Then he glanced at the bank of soft 
coal smoke that almost hid the lookout nest 
on the big mast from view and said: 

Wbat a city! It make my ship so dirty, 
so dirty.“ 

And the sailors in their soft and musical 
way cursed that Milwaukee smoke, for they 
had to scrub down all three decks, and every 
bit of rope not painted black had to be sub- 
mitted to the cleansing influence of a peculiar 
soap that is apparently one part soap and 
four parts granite chips and gravel.

„We want to do what is right,” said gne of 
the Commissioners after the meeting, but 
we think it would be profitable alike to the 
exhibiter and the Exposition company to per- 
mit restricted sales. Wedo not wish to sell 
exhibits themselves, but merely duplicates of 
them and such trinkets as exhibiters have 
brought here as souvenirs. Besides several of 
the countries have an extra amount of exhib- 
its for which room has not been provided in 
the buildings and the exhibiters should be per- 
mitted to sell, since they are not on exhibi- 
tion. Japan, for instance, has 400 vases in a 
bonded warehouse. There is no reason, it 
seems to me, why these may not be sold.“ 

American exhibiters have begun, too, the 
sale of goods surreptitously, and in a general 
way the regulation is daily broken, ‘l'wo or 
three weeks ago the Director General in- 
structed Chief Allison of the Department of 
Manufactures to notify exhibiters in his build- 
ing that they could not sell their wares for im- 
mediate delivery. The instruction was flatly 
disregarded, and now the Council of Adminis- 
tration is preparing a strict order to prohibit 
all sales, because they think it would make a 
bazaar of the Exposition buildings, and this is 
not desired. 

Director-General Davis’ letter relative to 
the Hassler matter was received by the for- 
eign Commissioners at the meeting yesterday 
and proved to be entirely satisfactory. It 
was all that could be asked for,“ said Dr. 
Hassler, and the Commissioners feel that 
we have been treated with due courtesy. 

Electric Launch Explanation. 

The statement that extortion was practiced 
on the electric launches July 4 appears to 
have been a mistake.

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DOWN GO THE RATES. 


WESTERN ROADS WILL SELL TO OHI- 
OAGO FOR ONE FARE JULY 17. 


The People May Come to the Exposition 
on Regular Trains on Several Near 
Dates with Return in Four or Eleven 
Days—Amtrican Exhibiters Make a 
Statement Before the Railway Men—A 


Scheme to Outwit Scalpers—Big Earn- 


ings Harvested in June—Trafiic News. 
Although final action has hot yet been taken, 


an agreement was virtually reached by the 


Western roads at their meeting yesterday 
whereby excursion rates at one fare for the 
round trip wil! be made from all points in the 
West on and after July 17. After the meet- 
ing had been called to order yesterday morn- 
ing a committee representing the exhibiters 
from the various States at the World’s Fair 
was admitted and addressed the meeting, urg- 
ing the immediate adoption of a rate of one 
fare for the round trip in coaches of regular 
trains, and stating that such action was neces- 
sary in order to bring the masses of the peo- 
ple to the Fair. The committee was assured 
by the railroad people that its request would 
receive due consideration. 

Subsequently the: question of making re- 
duced excursion rates to the World’s Fair was 
taken up for consideration and the discussion 
revealed the fact that all the roads had come 
to the conclusion that the time had arrived 
for making cheap excursion rates to the Fair 


and that further delay might be fraught with | 


serious consequences, As there was quite a 
difference of opinion as to the manner in 
which the desired result could be obtained 
without spoiling the regular business and giv- 
ing the scalpers much ef ai opportunity for 
manipulating the rates, it was decided to ap- 
point a committee consisting of General Pas- 
senger Agents Eustis of the Burlington, 
Charlton of the Alton, Sebastian of the Rock 
Island. Heafford of the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, Townsend of the Missouri Pacific, and 
Passenger Traffic Manager Whité of the 
Santa Fé, to considera plan for making ex- 
cursion rates from all points in the associa- 
tion East of the Missouri River and St. Paul 
to Chicago. 

The committee submitted to the afternoon 
meeting a unanimous report recommending 
that a one-fare rate be made in coaches on 
reguiar train» to Chicago and return from the 
entire territory of the association; that tickets 
be sold by all . from all points July 17, 
ea to return on regular trains July 21 or 

uly 28, as the holder may desire. Tickets 
again to be sold by all lines July 24, July 31, 
and Aug. 7, with same limit for returning 
as above. This gives the holder the option to 


remain in Chicago either four or eleven days 


as he may elect. The reason that the return 
coupons were made good only for certain 
specified days is the desire of the railroads to 
3 5 the scalpers from manipulating rates. 
If the tickets were made good to return ou 
any day, the railroads elaim, the scalpers 
could readily dispose of all return coupons 
that they were able to procure, but with speci- 
fied dates they cannot dofit. | 

The committee also recommended that a 
meeting of the association be called for Aug. 
1 to take definite action as regards cheap ex- 
cursion rates for the World’s Fair after 


ug. 7. 

All the roads in the association voted for the 
adoption of the foregoing report except one, 
and this one is hearti?y in favor of the propo- 
sition but wants to go further and make the 
excursion rates good in sleepers as well as in 
coaches. Pending the discussion of this mat- 
ter an adjournment was taken until 10 o’clock 
this morning. 

While the report of the committee does not 
„1 as much as would have been desirable 

t is a great concession to public opinion and 


is far better than the existing arrangement of 


the Eastern lines which make excursion rates 
for the round trip on special excursion trains 
only. There can hardly be a doubt that the 
business.of the Western roads will be largely 
increased by the making of half-fare rates, 
and a much larger attendance at the World’s 
Fair may be looked for after Juiy 17. 

Today a committee from the American ex- 
hibiters at the Fair will be heard by the West- 
ern Passenger Association. The American 
Exhibiters’ Association represents 22,000 ex- 
hibiters and President Pangborn has ap- 
pointed the following committee: to present 
the claim of the association for lower rates:

LOWER RATES FROM ALL POINTS, 


Maj. Pangborn, Speaking for American Ex- 
hibiters, Says They Must Be Made. 

Discussing the question of railroad rates to 
the Fair yesterday Maj. J, G. Pangborn, Pres- 
ident of the Association of American Exhibit- 
ers, said with considerable emphasis: 

“They have simply got to come down 
over’ the country. Thousands 
want to come to the Fair 
and the exhibiters are anxious to have 
them come, but it is entirely out of the range 
of possibility for them to do so unless the rail- 
roads make a low rate for them.”’ 

As one of the 22,000 American exhibiters 
at Jackson Park Maj. Pangborn represents 
the Baltimore and Ohio road. He received 
the following telegram yesterday from C. K 
Lord, Vice-President of the line: 

The policy of our company all along has been 
in favor of such a condition as we believe would 
afford an opportunity for the masses to visit the 
World's Fair, and we have every reason to 
lieve that all the eastern lines are already begin- 
ning to take this view. 

Maj. Pangborn declined to venture an 
opinion as to whether the Baltimore and Ohio 
would take independent action if the other 
road: did not come around to its way of think- 
ing, but some of the exhibiters interpreted Mr, 
Lord's telegram as meaning that it will. 
Maj. Pangborn did not appoint the Commit- 
tee on Rates yesterday as provided for in a 
resolution adopt y association at its 
meeting Thursday.

Liederkrantz on the Grounds. 
The New York Liederkrantz had a particularly 
olly time at the Exposition yesterday. They 
were welcomed to the German Building by Com- 
missioner Wermuth and entertained for two 
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Western road whose earnings in June, 1893, 
were not greater than the earnings of the en- 
tire five months from Jan. 1 to May 31. 
Nearly all this gain is from passenger earn- 
ings, as the freight business has been unus- 
ually light thus far this year. The World’s 
Fair has naturally stimulated the passenger 
business of the roads, and the exorbitant rates 
charged made the profits unusually large. The 
desire of the roads to make hay while the sun 
shines is responsible for the stubborn fight 
made by the Western roads against a reason- 
able reduction in World's Fair rates.

Columbian Casino Compatr 
Fair Closed by t * 


The Columbian Casino 
a restaurant at the World's Fair, near the 


peristyle, was closed by the Sheriff yesterday 
ona confession of judgment in favor R. S. 
Peale, a Wabash avenue publisher, for 


$7.782.57. 

The concern has been in deep water almost 
from the start. Among those interested in it 
as stockholders were Dr. Jamieson, ex-Mayor 
Washburne’s righthand man, D. H. Kocher- 
sperger, Ald. Madden, and H. F. White. The 
company obtained a concegsion from the 
World’s Fair and then id  five-sixths 
of the cost of the buildifig, which was 
in the neighborhoo@of $80, This used 
up about all the money thé concern had. 
April 28 they borrowed $10,000 from R. 8. 
Peale, who was also a stockholder, giving a 
five-day judgment note, to pay the necessary 
expenses of opening restaurant. They 
were not as successful as they had expected 
and found that the 25 per cent paid to World’s 
Fair people exceeded all the profits. 

By the middle of June they were making 
some money, but were in debt for every- 
thing in the way of restaurant supplies, to the 
extent of $60,000. Mr. Peale was paid 
$2,500 in the latter part of June after re- 
peated demands, and the judgment he has 
entered represents the remainder of the ac- 
count with interest. 

In the Circuit Court J. S. Ford, Johnson & 
Co., furniture dealers, replevined property 
valued at $2,194.86. In the same court 
Louis Lepman and others eommenced an as- 
sum psit suit against the Casino company for 
$500 to secure a debt of $265.63. 

In the Superior Court the company con- 
fessed judgment in favor of A. F. Whitte- 
more for $2,136.94. The McHale Elevator 
company also sought to replevin from the 
Casino company a number ef elevators, shaft- 
ing, and furnishings in the company’s build- 
ing worth $15,000. 
ge S. Curry, a stockholder and, for the last 
week, secretary and treasurer of the company, 
said: The company lost money from the day 
it began business. ring the month of May 
it lost $25,000; and it lost in June too, al- 
though the business doubled. The waiters 
stole everything we made. We used until last 
Sunday the system of letting the waiters make 
the collections; and they to have got 
more.of the money than id. They used 


to stand in with - 
what they wanted. 

It is my opinion that no restaurant can 
pay 25 per cent of its receipts to the Exposi- 
tion and live. We could not make running 
expenses, let alone getting back the $70,000 
that we paid on the erection of the build- 


ing. 

Manager Schmidt of the German village, 
Banker Wiesberger of the Old Vienna, Man- 
ager Bloom of the Algerian Café, and Man- 
ager Geisler of the Vienna Café unite in say- 
ing that the contract with the Exposition, un- 
der which they are trying to live, is intolera- 
ble, and that unless its demands are abated 
the Plaisance will be closed up. 


Opening of the South American Building. 

The Colombian Building will be informally 
open today, the ceremony of dedication being 
postponed until the 20th, which is the anniver- 
sary of Colombian independence. The four courts 
of the Argentine Republic will be opened for the 
inspection of the public July 9. The largest of 
the courts is in the Manufactures Building, show- 
ing great progress made in manufactures and edu- 
cation. A fine collection of pictures is shown 
in this court. The display in Agriculture Build- 
ing presents the staplesof the republic. In For 
estry an exhibit of woods and in the Mines Build- 
ing a valuable display of about 800 different 
specimens of minerals. In 1892 the imports of 
the republic amounted to $91,388,210 gold, and 
exports to $112,692,000, leaving a balance in fa- 
vor of the country of $21,300,000. 


The German Village All Right. 

In the reports printed yesterday morning of 
trouble among concessionnaires on Midway 
Plaisance an error was made, mistating that 
some of the shopkeepers in the German Village 
had closed their places and that the manage- 
ment was complaining because it could not af- 
ford to pay 25 per cent of their receipts to 
the Exposition company. Reference was had 
only to Old Vienna, but by an oversight the name 
of the German Village, which is an entirely dif- 
ferent concession, appeared in the item. Mr. 
Schmidt, in charge of the German Village, said 
yesterday that they had no complaints to make 
and that they were doing a good business, 


* Pennsylvania Officials at the Fair.

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BUSINESS LOOKS UP. 


ITS GENERAL TONE THROUGHOUT 
TIR OOUNTRY IMPROVED. 


Large Purchases of Goods as a Rule and 
the Countermanding of Orders Is Much 
Less Frequent than During the Preced- 
ing Week=Some Difficulties May Re- 
appear, However, as the Causes of De- 
pression Remaln - Bradstreet’s” on the 
State of Trade- Bank Clearings. 


New York, July 7.—R. G. Dun's Weekly 
Review of Trade says: 

The tone in business circles has perceptibly 
improved. On the whole there has been a 
little better distribution of goods to con- 
sumers, and perhaps the countermanding of 
orders given some months ago is not quite as 
frequent as it was last week. The more hope- 
ful symptoms are gladly noted, but while the 
causes of depression remain it would be rash 
to calculate that difficulties will not reappear. 
Soon large sums of money will be required to 
move the crops, and in the present state of 
money markets some stringency is probable. 

Boston reportsa little more activity and 
financial relief is expected during the month. 
Shoe factories are generally closed for re- 
pairs and not many buyers are seen, leather 
being dull and accumulating. Rubber goods 
quiet and crude rubber lower. Dry goods are 
quiet, but prospects thought favorable. Cot- 
ton mills hold small stocks, but print cloths 
are lower. Woolens are quiet and the cloth- 
ing trade is quiet, with prices cut to clear off 
stocks. At Philadelphia a better feeling ex- 
ists in banking circles and there is a consider- 
able trade in manufactured iron at low prices. 
Iron had another drop at Pittsburg, though 
many furnaces are closing. A reduction in 
cost is expected from the wages settlement. 
Cincinnati shows little improvement, with 
close money. At Cleveland manufacturing is 
unusually dull. At Detroit many fall orders 
are cancelled on account of decline in iron 
ore, silver, wheat, and wool. Indianapolis 
reports many manufactures idle. 

At Chicago the borrowing demand is still 
heavy and banks conservative. There is much 
comp.aint of collections. Receipts of most 
products show decrease compared with last 
year. East bound shipments decreased 17 
per cent, and clearings 11 per cent. Mil. 
waukee reports fair trade for the season and 
Minneapolis the same with reasonably good 
collections, though the lumber business de- 
creases with financial pressure. At St. Paul 
trade is restricted, but at both cities a better 
feeling prevails and crop prospects are favor- 
able, At St. Louis trade is quiet but collec- 
tions fair, while banks are most cautious. 
At Kansas City trade is fair for the season, 
collections below average, and receipts of 
cattle liberal, but of hogs light. St. Joseph 
reports collections slow and money light, and 
Omaha reports good grocery trade. At Den- 
ver several of the suspended banks are ex- 
pected to resume, but merchants are counter- 
manding orders, silver mines have 
generally stopped.

Nashville and Knoxville report a better 4 
ing and r trade quiet; at Litt 
Rock business dull, and at Augusta and At- 
lanta quiet, with money comparatively easy. 
Galveston reports the situation fairly good in 
Texas, with few failures and prospects of 
more t an average crop.

New 
Orleans notes no improvement, money tight, 
and collections slow, but crop reports excel- 
lent except in overflowed sections.

ARRIVAL OF THE CARAVELS. 

The Spanish caravels, modeled after the 
three vessels which formed the fitet of Colum- 
bus, were rather late in arriving at the Fair, 
but they got there safely and met with an en- 
thusiastic reception. It was a broiling hot 
day, the mercury mounting well up towards 
the 100 degree mark, though tempered with 
a faint breeze, but the lake shore for miles 
each way from Chicago was dotted with 
parties of peopie patiently waiting for hours 
the passage of the veasels. and the pier on 
which the landing was effected at the park 
was literally packed with humanity, only a 
few being shaded by the building. Yet the 
trial was endured nobly, as befitted the oc- 
casion. | 

The United States man-of-war Michigan 
and the revenue cutter Andy Johnson escorted 
the caravels according to announcement, but 
the accompanying fleet of yachts and 
steamers was not so large as had been ex- 
pected. The first heaving in sight was 
greeted with a tremendous cheer, and as the 


fleet passed the model battle ship Illinois 


handkerchiefs were waved, the flags of the 
United States and Spain run up, and salutes 
fired amid great cheering. The official reeep- 
tion at the landing was the signal for another 
mighty outburst of applause from the multi- 
tude there assembled to witness the advent and 
extend a welcome to the visitors from the land 
which sent out Columbus on his voyage of 
discovery. 

The visitors were greeted heartily as they 
landed froma launch on which were repre- 
sentatives of the Directur-General. Then the 
party formed in line for a march to the grand 
stand on the west front of the Terminal Sta- 
tion, and the escort that accompanied Capt. 
Victor Concas and his men was a novel as well 
asan imposing one. It would be nearly as diffi- 
cult to duplicate it elsewhere as to find a par- 
allel to the Fair itself. It comprised military 
and naval representatives of about thirty dif- 
ferent nations from the Exposition and Mid- 
way Plaisance, .who came from all the con- 
tinents and many of their outlying islands to 
swell the attractiveness of the Fair. Of course 
the array included Gen. Miles and his staff of 
army officers in full: uniform, with American 
sailors and soldiers. But besides there were 
French and Italian marines, the British mili- 
tary contingent, including the Tattertzall's 
company, and soldiers in the uniform of Gar- 
many and other powers. Then there were In- 


dians and cowboys, Arabs and Dahomans, | 


Chinese and Malays, and others, which, if 
not too numerous to mention,“ are referred 
to more in detail on another page. 

At the end of the march the visitors found 
themselves in the presence of another vast ar- 
ray of humanity, and were formally received 
by President Palmer on behalf of the 
Fair. Capt. Concas was introduced to the 
public and welcomed by a speech from Sena- 
tor Sherman, to which he made ar appropri- 
ate reply in English. After this the assembly 
was addressed by the Hon. Hilary A. Herbert, 
Secretary of the Navy, and Secretary Car- 
lisle of the Treasury. At the conclusion of 
these exercises a luncheon was served in the 
Administration Building to the officers of the 
caravels and of the United States vessels, the 
speakers of the day, the Spanish commission, 
and a few other invited guests. 

The caravels will form a feature of the Fair 
from now till the close of the Exposition, and 
it will not be the least attractive. That the 
vessels are seaworthy goes without saying. It 
is also true that in modern times the broad At- 
lantic has been crossed by smaller craft than 
these, but the voyage is far from being safe 
in comparison with that afforded by the pala- 
tial steamer or even the ordinary sailing ves- 
sel. When to this we add the recollection that 
the sea through which Columbus steered his 
way to immortality was entirely unknown 
the World’s Fair visitor will inspect the cara- 
vels not only with curiosity but with a better 
understanding of the dangers as well as diffi- 
culties voluntarily faced by the great discov- 
erer. 


THE NEW LUNACY LAW. 

Among the laws passed by the last Legis- 
lature is one changing materially the one in 
relation to the commitment and detention of 
lunatics, It went into force last Saturday, 
but doubtless most physicians and laymen are 
ignorant of its provisions. Under the old sys- 
tem a trial in court before a jury of six, one 
of them a physician, was necessary. Here- 
after neither a jury nor a hearing in open 
court will be absolutely necessary, If the 
person alleged to be insane or uny one acting 
for him demands a jury trial then the request 
must be granted and the Judge has to ap- 
point counsel to represent the alleged lunatic. 
But if a jury is not asked for then it is left to 
the discretion of the Judge whether there 
shall be one or whether the sanity of the pa- 
tient shall be inguired into by a commission 
of two qualified physicians in regular prac- 
tice selected by the court on account of their 
competency and integrity. 

Inquests in lunacy may hereafter be held in 
open court, in chambers, or at the home of 
the person alleged to be insane, at the discre- 
tion of the Judge. The latter must preside 
wherever court may be held and the patient 
must be present. If proceedings are con- 
ducted in the court-room the Judge may re- 
quire all except the patient, his friends, wit- 
nesses. licensed attorneys, and officers of the 
court to withdraw. , 

It will be seen that while provision is made for 
the protection of every one against the danger 
of being sent to an asylum when not insane, 
the law is so modified as not to require a fam- 
ily to make public the insanity of one of its 
members and to take him into a court-room 
for the entertainment of idle spectators. 


These offensive features of the old law which 


kept so many people from sending patients to 
the asylum in the early stages of disease 
while it was yet curable should have been re- 
pealed long ago and would have been but for 
an idle fear that children and husbands con- 
tinually would be sending parents and wives 
to insane asylums but for the protection of a

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A FREE SILVER CONVENTION. 

The advocates of fred silver coinage have 
resolved to hold a national convention in this 
city the week before the assembling of Con- 
gress. The call is issued by the officers of an 
association purporting to be the American 


Bimetallic League,” which is working for 


silver monometallism, a fact that practically 
was admitted by Prof. Andrews in his Fourth 
of July address at Colorado Springs. He 
said there would be at first a stringency ac- 
companying the announcement of a free 
coinage policy—a stringency arising from the 
fact that gold would be withdrawn instaz tiy 
from circulation, while silver would be coined 
to take its place but slowly.“ 

The call falsely alleges that a concerted 
purpose is manifest to seize upon the present 
opportunity to destroy silver as money, that 
asa part of this same great conspiracy the 
mints of India have been closed, and that the 
establishment of a single gold standard would 
inaugurate an economic revolution more dis- 
astrous to the welfare of mankind than any in 
the history of the world, It may be set down 
as certain that no attempt will be made in the 
next Congress to destroy silver as money in 
the United States; the mints of India have 
not been closed, except to the free coinage of 
silver for private owners of the bullion; the 
only conspiracy in regard to money exists 
among the advocates of free silver coinage, 
and they are working to bring about the dis- 
aster. which they erroneously claim would 
follow the defeat of their conspiracy against 
the people. 

If those who will compose that convention 
are really in favor of the bimetallism they 
profess to want they will drop the silly con- 
tention that sixteen ounces of silver are worth 
one ounce of gold, and join the friends of 
good money in asking that hereafter silver 
shall be used for money on such a basis.as 
will permit the gold to circulate alorfgside of 
it on terms of equal value. Let them declare 
that they do not expect to see less than 60 
cents’ worth of one metal circulate as of the 
same value with a dollar’s worth of the other, 
and that they do not want any such artificial 
inequality of use for gold and silver. Let 
them admit the fact, patent to all other think- 
ing people, that modern processes of 
production have effected such a vast 
cheapening in the cost of silver that 
it now costs less in human labor to produce 
three ounces of the metal than it cost to pro- 
duce two ounces a few yearsago. Let them 
confess that they have closed their eyes to 
this important fact, but now have opened 
them sufficiently far to admit a little light on 
the subject, and that bimetallism on the old 
ratio is as impossible as it would be to go 
back to other old conditions which have been 
vastly improved upon by the march of 
modern civilization. 

But they will not make the admissions 
named, or any of them. Their wish is to pro- 
cure the legal perpetration of a wholesale 
fraud, and they seek to carry their point by 
dint of false assertions wherewith they hope 
to hoodwink the people who are in favor of 
honest money and the prosperity that accom- 
panies a general confidence in the stability of 
value of the circulating medium. To this end 
they pretend to believe that the producing 
and laboring classes are threatened with dis- 
aster if they do not get the now impossible 
„ bimetallism of gold and silver at a ratio 
of sixteen toone. They must know to the 
contrary. They are fully aware that if they 
could carry their point the dollar tinit of circu- 
lation would fall to about half its present pur- 
chasing value, reducing to that fearful extent 
all the accumulations of the wage-working 
classes, and equally reducing their ability to 
earn more, because the step would cut in two 
the working capital which now  fur- 
nishes employment to labor. What 
these foolish or knavish fellows want 
is lega' permission to pay half the 
price of property they have purchased on 
credit and wipe the other half off the slate. 
In the hope of effecting this they prate about 
the interests of the producing and laboring 
classes, when the only producers they mean 
are those who want to obtain title to property 
without paying for it, and the only laborers 
they wish to benefit are a few thousand in the 
silver mines. For these the whole country is 
to be plunged into financial chaos and com- 

mercial bankruptey if the free silver men, 
falsely posing as bimetallists, are allowed to 
have their own way,

JEALOUS OF CHICAGO, 

There are many excellent reasons why 
Brooklyn and the smaller places in the vicin- 
ity of New York should be consolidated with 
that city and there be but one municipal gov- 
ernment for people whose interests are all in 
common. Brooklyn is but one of the places 
where men who work in New York sleep, just 
as Lake View and Hyde Park were lodging- 
rooms for the accommodation of Chicagoans. 
Yet these valid reasons for annexation have 
proved ineffectual thus far, largely because 
the politicians of Brooklyn and the smaller 
towns have feared that the proposed union 
would snuff out their little rings and deprive 
them of their little offices. Just the same 
thing impeded the annexation movement here, 
and only the opposition of the petty politi- 
cians kept Cicero out when the question was 
submitted. 

So the union of Brooklyn and New York 
might be postponed indefinitely were it not 
for something which has nothing whatever to 
do with the merits of the question. That is 
the jealousy with which the people who live 
around New York Bay view the rapid growth 
of the population of Chicago. Those per- 
sons, even though not residents of the City of 
New York, think that it is, and of right ought 
to be, the biggest city in the United States, 
and they would feel it as a personal injury 
were this city to get ahead of it in numbers. 

It has been claimed on the strength of the 
increase in names in the Chicago directory for 
this year that the city has now over 2,000,000 
residents. That there has been a great gain 
since last year is unquestioned, but it is ab- 
surd to say that the population is 2.000, 000 
The compilers of the directory, esti- 
mating three persons to each name, place the 


total number of people at 1,500,000. This is 


about right and a gain in three years of 460, 
But en- 
thusiastic individualg claim that there are 
four persons to each name, That may be cor- 
rect in other cities, but it is not here, where 
the percentage of adult unmarried males is 


greater than in any Hastern town. Again, in 


this city the number of women not support- 
ing families who work is so large, and the 
names of so many of them appear in the 
directory, that it is impossible to use old- 
fashioned ratios which long have ceased to be

It would be an excellent idea for the North- 
ern Democrats to emancipate themselves 
from their irksome slavery to their Southern 
associates, but they have submitted for near- 
ly a hundred years and they will probably 
continue doing so. In spite of Mr. Springer’s 
claims he may have to be sacrificed because 
the South requires it.

89 Roger Q. Mills was Chairman of the 
Ways and Means committee. The next 
House was Republican. The one elected in 
1890 was Democratic. The three leading 
candidates for the Speakership were Messrs. 

The first of these 
was successful, Mr. Springer’s votes being 
finally thrown to him. Instead of following 
the precedents, and putting Mr. Mills back at 
the head of his old committee Mr, Crisp 
“turned him down” and gave the place to 
Mr. Springer. The latter accepted it without 
making any ado. If retribution hits him at 
the end of two years why should he grumble?

THE COLUMBIAN GUARDS. 

The number of Columbian Guards has been 
reduced or is being reduced from 2,300 to 
1,700. It seems as if a still greater cut could 
be made without injuring the Exposition, 
while the operating expenses would be low- 
ered. Those expenses it is understood the 
directors are trying hard to bring down to the 
smallest possible figure, 

The experience of two months has shown 
that there is comparatively little need of 
guards outside the buildings even when, as 
on the Fourth, the attendance was over 
300,000. Never have there been such sober, 
orderly, well-behaved crowds as at Jackson 
Park. They have needed no policing. There 
has been no more need of a multitude of men 
to keep the peace there than in Lincoln or 
Washington Park. A number of arrests have 
been made, it is true, since May 1, but most 
of them were really unnecessary. Generally 
a few words of warning would have answered 
all purposes. The roughs and toughs do not 
go to the Exposition. The visitors are quiet, 
self-respecting citizens, who will break no 
rules knowingly.

| with occasional drunkards and dis- 
turbers of the peace and to answer questions 
will serve all purposes. More of them may 
be needed in the Midway Plaisance than in 
Jackson Park. 

There is employment, however, for a good 
many guards in some of the buildings, not 
merely to answer questions, but to see that 
exhibits are not stolen, Sneak thieves and 
kleptomaniacs will do no mischief outside 
the buildings, but they may do a great deal 
within them, There need be no fear of their 
carrying off heavy machinery, and, for that 
reason, the great Machinery, Transportation, 
Mining, and Electrical halls will not require 
such careful guarding, but in the Manufact- 
uresand Liberal Arts Building the case is dif- 
ferent. There have been bitter complaints of 
vandalism in the Woman’s Building. A few 
more guards on duty there might have 
frightened off the evildoers. 

The guards then should be concentrated 
where they are most needed and no more 
should be kept on the pay- rolls than absolute- 
ly are required, since it isof the utmost im- 
portance that the daily expenses should be 
brought down to the bottom notch. |

Ir is stated that the cost to the General Gov- 
ernment of thé session of the National Com- 
mission held day before yesterday was about 
5500.

day was voted down violently, only the author 


favoring it. Adjourned.

Tue Louisville Courier-Journal says: 

The position of the Pension Bureau under its 
present management is impregnable and must 
command the approval of every honest man not 
blinded by prejudice or misled by misinforma- 
tion. It is simply that every mah entitled to a 
pension under the laws shall have one, and that 
those who do not deserve them shall be stricken 
from the roll as fast as they can be discovered. 
This is the dictate of simple honesty and com- 
mon sense. The pretense that there is any 
patriotism in promoting fraud is too absurd for 
serious consideration. - 

If those now in charge of the Pension Bu- 
reau live up to the promises they bave made 
no honest man will find fault with them. No 
sincere friend of the soldiers wishes a person 
to be given a pension of $4 a month because 
he has lost his hair from typhoid fever or has 
a corn on his foot or of $12 a month because, 
not being able to hear a watch tick within 
two inches of his ear, he is held to be inca- 
pacitated for manual labor. Nor will any 
friend of the soldiers object if men receiving 
pensions on such grounds are deprived of 
them. But at the same e the Democratic 
managers of pension ma must pick their 
way with great care or they will get into 
trouble. If they takeaway a pension from 
or refuse to give a pension to a man who is 
really entitled to it under existing iaws, fairly 
and honestly construed, they will not hear the 
last of it. They will fall more in the public 
estimation by depriving of a pension one man 
who is entitled to it than they will gain credit 
by knocking a dozen fraudulent names off 
the roll. A single deserving soldier wronged 
by them will convince the mass of the people 
that the promises of an honest, impartial ad- 
ministration of pension laws were not made 
sincerely and that the Union soldier will have 
no show for nearly four years to come.

No person or persons shall set up, keep, or 
maintain in any house within the corporate 
limits any faro table, 1 wheel, or other in-

bers of the police force to give information to the 
Mayor of each house wherein games for the pur- 
pose of gaming are maintained.

Ir is hardly possible that any considerable 
number of Aidermen will attempt to revive 
the old Henry Watson ordinance in the City 
Council. It is so irretrievably bad that the 
man in whose name it was introduced has re- 
pudiated it and the company in whose inter- 
est it was presented has disowned it. At the 
present time it appears to have no backers, 
Ald, Stuckart, who presented it, was 80 
ashamed of the measure that he walked out of 
the Council the last night it was under dis- 
cussion. If by any chance it could be passed 
the Mayor would be obliged to veto it, and it 
has been demonstrated in the case of the Mid- 
land L' ordinance that a two-thirds major- 
ity of the Council cannot be relied upon to 
support such a measure. However, it will be 
well to keep watch on this dangerous or- 
dinance, the mischievous character of which 
has been explained frequently in Taz Tarsunz, 
Every attempt to resurrect it should be met 
and defeated, It is merely a stock-jobbing 
and speculative scheme. Chicago wants no 
more gas ordinances, because it does not want 
any further ripping up of the streets. 


A THOROUGH investigation should be made 
of the records of the Water Department to 
ascertain to what extent the city is being 
cheated by the corporations in the matter of 
compensation for the water supply. The 
cheap governments of the towns, cities, and 
villages annexed to Chicago about four years 
ago entered into all sorts of absurd and un- 
warrantable contracts with the corporations 
for supplying water. Some of those agree- 
ments lapsed during the recent administra- 
tion. No attempt was made to enter intoa 


new agreement. The corporations are pay- 


ing at the old rate and the city is the sufferer, 
Thus it appears that the Illinois Central com- 
pany has been paying at the rate of $60 per 
month for water at Kensington, which, if fur- 
nished to some manufacturing establishment 
would cost $500 per month. This is not a 
solitary instance of mismanagement. There 
are others equally glaring, and it is time te 
call a halt. The Water Department needs all 
the revenue properly due to it in order to per- 
fect the system and to insure the purity of the 
supply, 2 


Mrs. Carouins K. Suermay, one of the 
Mayor’s nominees for the Board of Educa- 
tion, has stated her views on the question of 
the fads and German in the ‘schools. As 
to the fads, she is sound enough, but she does 
not ‘express herself with sufficient clearness 
on the Geri n question, She is as indefinite 
on that subject as Mayor Harrison. Perhaps 
she absorbed the latter’s views when she 
talked with him. It is no reason for the 
teaching of German in the primary grades, 
or in any grades for that matter, that we have 
a large German population, and that it is in 
love with its language. We have a large 
Swedish population, which is loyal to its lan- 
guage. Is that any reason why the Swedish 
language should be taught in the public 
schools? The argument about “ needing Ger- 
man to keep abreast of the times is of the 
fol-de-rol order and not worth discussing. 
Mayor Harrison’s influence on Mrs. Sherman, 
as far as the German is concerned, is too 


palpable.

The matter of separating the ashes from 
the garbage is one of the greatest obstacles to 
be overcome, Ashes are àn insulator.’ They 
are a non-conductor of 73 The flercest heat 


willi scarcely penetrate a layer of three inches 
of ashes. 


“To make the crematories effective the 
ashes must be separated from the garbage. 
This may be done two | ways, either by the 
people emptying the re from their houses 
separately or they must be separated in some 


way after being taken from the garbage boxes 
and before they are emptied into the crema- 


tory. 
As to separating the ash and garbage 
many methods are pro one now 


in operation at the Engle crematory at the 
World’s Fair grounds d not meet the re- 
quirements. There rods qr hooks are pushed 
into the crematory and mass of 
garbage is kept constantly stirred up. The 
method there used reduces the temperature of 
the furnace by keeping the doors open; be- 
sides it sifts the hot ashes to the bottom of the 
crematory and the fine hot ashes run over a 
level surface like quicksilver. A thorough 
method will be discovered yet to separate the 
ashes from the garbage before the materials 
enter the crematory. |

anything through the United States courts in

PLEA FOR VEGETARIANISM, 


Economy the Chief Factor in Its Favor 
and Almost the Only One. 

We believe the truth about vegetarianism 
to be this—that it almost invariably injures 
those who adopt it after being accustomed to 
a flesh diet; that it requires invariably and 
absolutely a consumption of miik not easy to 
secure ia Northern Europe, but that, at the 
cost ,of some energy and much power 
of resisting disease, the majority of 
mens can live on vegetables with- 
out any grave reduction in their 
physical strength. They can do most kinds 
of hard work —not all—as well as their neigh- 
bors, and can do sedentary work probably a 
little better, though we must add that, owing 
to diminished energy, they are usually not 
équally inclined to doit. They lose a recur- 
rent pleasure of some value, the satisfaction 
of being full-fed—your vegetarian feeling 
hunger frequently and sharply—but they gain 
quite remarkably in the cost of their food. 

The reduction in expense is considerable in 
all cases; and if Europeans could be taught 
the full value as food of haricot-beans, of 
lentils, and of millet, as containing not only 
nourishment but nitrogen, and could obtain 
milk at reasonable cost, the reduction would 
be very great, indeed probably more than 
one-half. In an experiment we heard of late- 
ly, in which the haricot-beans were much em- 
ployed, the saving was greater than that; 
and indeed the question only needs discussion 
because of the price of milk, and because of a 


rather exaggerated idea as tothe quantity of | 


vegetable food which must be provided, a 
quantity which varies not only with each per- 
son but with the kind of food consumed. A 
man may eat garden-stuff all day and not get 
the sustenance which he will obtain out of a 
comparatively small quantity of beans, millet, 
or wheat. Economy is the unquestionable 
„pull“ of vegetarianism, and we should say 
the 2 one, though the practice does not 
diminish 32 in anything like the propor- 
tion which fi eaters imagine. They con- 
fuse strength and energy and forget that the 
mass of mankind never can, or will, get any- 
— but the cereals and other vegetables to 

To abandon flesh diet is not to advance, 
but only to go back tothe involuntary prac- 
tice of the majority of the uncivilized.—Lon- 
don Spectator.

In the center were 
numbers of magnificently attired courtiers, 
each holding aloft a many-colored flag, while 
on the side of the passage were scores 
of aged and white-haired farmers, each 
having in his hand some agricultural 
implement, Placing his left hand on 
the ee and holding the whip in his 
right d, the Emperor began the ceremon ny 
of the occasion. By prearrangement the o 
ficers did their allotted stare, some wielding 
the agricultural implements, while — 
scattered seeds out of the baskets as if sowing, 
while the Emperor busied himself with — 
plow, which was hitched to a richly ca 1 
soned bullock, draped in yellow and led by

Emperor finishing his round at the plow the 
three Princes were ordered to go through the 
performance, and after them nine high 
courtiers had their turn, after which the per- 
formance closed.

WHAT JEANNETTE I. GILDER SAYS 
TO GRADUATING GIRLS. 


College-Bred Women Should Learn to Keep 
House, Since They Are Not All Going 
into Business or the Professions=The 
Writer’s Own Experience=Men and 
Women Now on a Pretty Equal Foot- 
ing=Financial Hints Which the Author 
Has Never Taken to Herself. 

In a letter to the New York World Miss 
Jeannette Gilder gives advice to the vast army 
of girl graduates now prepared to revolu tion- 
ize this world of errors. Some of her wise 
words are a trifle weakened perhaps by an 


honest confession at the end, but her own ex- 


perience gives weight to Miss Gilder’s opinion. 

While I would not be so cruel, she says, as 
to suggest to most young girls who have left 
their desks for the last time and are as eager 
as Alexander for fresh worlds to conquer: Go 
into the kitchen and learn to cook, I would 
say something like it. I would say 
to them: Learn to keep your own 
house; learn the value of trained 
servants; learn that a woman can be just as 
clever, though she manage her own establish- 
ment, as if she left it to manage itself. I will 
also teli her confidentially that she will find 
life much better worth living if she is not a 
Mrs. Jellyby with her “fine eyes fixed on 
Africa.“ There are things nearer home that 
need attention. And then it is not likely that 
every young woman who graduates from 
college or high school is going into business 
and to lead a life of single blessedness. 
Young women of the finer sort are too scarce 
not to be in demand by the young men of the 
finer sort, who go out into the world at just 
about the same age as their sisters. 

Miss Gilder’s Own Experience. 


Unfortunately for me I did not have the ad- 
vantage enjoyed by girls of the present day 
when | was ata graduating age. There were 
not the colleges that exist today, and I could 
not have attended them if there had been. I 
left boarding-schoo! when I was 14, and at 15 
I was earning my living, the war, then just 
over, having taken the breadwinner out of 
our family. I could not then, as you can 
now, look about me and take my pick among 
the professions. Young women in those days 
had to take what they could get, and that 
wasn’t much. There were no women lawyers 


zat all, and the few women doctors were 


looked at askance. I did some clerical work 
in the Adjutant-General’s office at Trenton, 
N. J., at first, and then I drifted into journal- 
ism, as was most natural, for it was in the 


blood 


When I took up the journalistic pen with | 


firm determination not to lay it down again 
you could count all the women journalists in 
New York upon the fingers of one hand. 
There was no woman's page in the Sunday 
papers, much less in the dailies, and when an 
editor did want to throw 4 little sop to this 
large class of readers he told them the latest 
stitch in crocheting, or how. to do “splatter 
work.“ or suggested decaicomania for their 
leisure hours. That women were interested 
in any larger sphere never occurred to him; 
if it had he would have banished the thought 
as unworthy. 
Do you know who has changed all this and 
made everythmg possible for the young wom- 
an of today? I can tell you. It is the women 
whom even we regarded as eccentric and 
branded as strong-minded rary latter the 
more offensive term. No mind at all were 
better than that—for a woman. They did the 
pioneer work and we get the good of it. 


On a Pretty Equal Footing. 


The young women of today do not realize 
their opportunities. They should have been 
born yesterday to de that. The world is now 
just as much their oyster as it is their broth- 
ers’, and some of them will prove more skill- 
ful in opening it. I do not know of any walk 
that a woman cares to enter that she would 
now find closed to her on account of her sex. 
If she has the business sense she needs noth- 
ing more. Opportunity is a good thing, but a 
determined woman will make it for herself if 
she does not find it at hand. This year is par- 
ticularly a woman’s year owing to the great 
showing at Chicago, where the Woman’s 
Building, designed by a woman, holds its own 
by the side of any in Jackson Park. I am 
not and never have been one who believed 
in spelling woman with a capital W. 

I believe that men and women are on a 
pretty equal footing, except, perhaps, in the 
matter of physical strength and powers of en- 
durance, though even here lam sure a great 
many women can hold their own with their 
brothers. 

If I were one of you young women, just 
starting out in life, I would not ask any con- 
sideration on the score of sex, but on that of 
work only, I would make up my mind that 
the strongest objection that is made against 
woman workers—want of thoroughness— 
could not be made against me. I would adopt 
the career of my choice, and devote myself 
to it with as firm a determination to suc- 
ceed as though there were no such thing 
as marriage or giving in marriage. Your 
work, if you undertake it, should be no stop- 

ap between the school-room and the altar. 
Not that you should not marry if you feel so 
inclined, but you should not take up any busi- 
ness saying, O, well, I suppose that J will 
get married some day, and this will do till 
then. Whatever you do, doit seriously and 
with your whole heart. As to the line of your 
work, you must be the judge. Everything is 
before you. You have only to choose, but 
you must choose from the heart. Do the 
thing you feel the most impelled to do; for 
that is the thing you will do the best. 


A Word of Warning. 


I would, however, warn you not to be easily 
discouraged. It will be a hard fight for you, 


just as it would be for your brother, for while 


there are no lines of work you may not take 
up there is.no royal road to any one of them. 

ou are fortunate, not only if you do not 
have to begin at the bottom, but if you do not 
have to wait some time before you can begin 
at all. All doors will admit you, but they are 
not all standing wide open. Choose carefully, 
and then knock loud and long if necessary, 
and you. will be heard and admitted if you 
have chosen wisely. | 

Do not forget what Ihave said at the be- 
ginning of this letter—that it is well to know 
something about the management of a home, 
for even girl bachelors cannot afford to 
be at the mercy of incompetent or unscrupu- 
lous people any more than married women 
can. Domestic economy leads to happiness 
if not to wealth. Live within your means an 
a a little nest-egg aside for arainy day.

The distinction between an apartment- 
house and a tenement-house is somewhat 
hazy, until the etymology of the two words is 
considered. Tenement is derived from 
the Latin verb “ tenere (to hold), and is the 
name properly given to a building thatis de- 
signed to hold or to give shelter to the largest 
possible number of persons at the least possi- 
ble cost to each individual tenant. ‘“Apart- 
ment,“ however, is an anglicized derivation of 
another Latin verb, parsere (to divide), 
and with equal propriety is applied to a 
dwelling-house, of which the structural and 
social intent is to separate family from fami- 
ly, and to gratify the desire for privacy that 
every household naturally feels, at the same 
time reducing expense of that tifica- 
tion to a low estimate that is practicable only 
through coòperation in the fixed charges of 
domestic management. Economy, therefore, 
is the purpose of the tenement—comfort, that 
of the apartment.
